War Time Sweeteners 

MERICA has several excellent war time sweet- 
eners that will be used largely during the 
shortage in the siiptr supply. 

They are maple sugar, syrups, honey and 
molasses and may beCsed in preparing des- 
serts and other dishes requiring sweetening. 

When a cup orf syru©?fcr honey is used 
to replace a cup of sugar the liquid in the 
recipes should be decreasecrN^ne-fourth. 
One-third of a cupful of sugar 'isSquivalent 
_ to one-third of a cup of honey, about one- 
half cup of syrup and about one-half cup of* corn sugar. 
One-fourth 01 a cup of sugar is equal to abdtot one-half 
cup of syrup or one-third cup of corn sugar. *TDne table- 
spoon of sugar is equal to one tablespoon of honey, about 
one and one-half tablespoons of syrup and one and one- 
third tablespoons of corn sugar. 

Sugar may be saved by the use of raisins, dates, figs, 
dried pears and fruit pastes used on the breakfast cereals. 

Fruit marmalades, butters and jellies should be used 
to take the place of the ordinary sweetening at a meal and 
not as accessories to it. Fruits may be preserved without 
sugar. It may be added when sugar is more plentiful. 

Preserving demands this year a thin syrup instead of a 
heavy syrup. 

If sugar is used one-half of the amount may be replaced 
by another sweetener. 

Drying is a means of preserving (without sugar) ap- 
ples, cherries, strawberries and black caps. 

When ready to use they may have added the needed 
sugar tn the form of a syrup. When sugar is more plentiful 
fruit juices may be made into jellies or may be used as 
fruit juices with or without sugar, as beverages, fruit 
gelatins and frozen desserts. 

Fresh fruits supply the place of sugar in the diet. They 
should be used freely. Desserts where sugar is 
may be made of

Ml Nation* Permit Use of Sweetening 
for Home Preserving Purposes. 

America's new sugar ration of two 
pounds n month per person is equita 
bit when compared with the sugar ra- 
tion enforced by rigid governmental 
jriST in England, France and Italy, na- 
tions with which we are sharing sugar. 

Kail: Allied nation— In the matter of 
-iiigar consumption — is sharing on near- 
•st possible equal terms the hardships 
iui|*oscd by greatly altered conditious 
in the world sugar situation. 

Formerly classed as a luxury, sugar 
s now a war time essential. The fair 
mi Just division of this essential is 
in the hands of the various Allied 
>'ood controllers. 

The United States Food Admlnlstra- 
lon lias asked this nation to observe 
* voluntary sugar ration of two 
Kiumls |»er person a month. 

In the other countries at war with 
Jertnany sugar is one of the scarce 
irticles on every menu — whether In 
the households of both rich and poor, 
>r In the Hotels. 

England today has a sugar ration 
.»f two pounds per month per person. 
In Fiance the ration Is a pound and a 
half and in Italy it is one pound a 
month. And the prices in allied coun- 
tries are from two to 
high as in America. 

If you .go to a hotel In 
France these days and order tea or 
coffee they serve absolutely no sugar 
with it. If you want sugar you must 
bring It with you. 

In Kngland ft is allowable to use 
ine-seventh of an ounce of sugar In 
ihe preparation of each luncheon. In 
France many persons carry little sac- 
charine tablets about with them for 
use in hotels uud In England rich and 
poor must take their sugar with them 
If they wish to have sweetened tea 
while visiting friends. 

Before the war started France had 
625,000 acres devoted to sugar produc- 
tion. By 1917 the French sugar acre- 
age had decreased to 180,000 acres. 
Today the French man or woman with a 
sugar card has no assurance whatever 
that be or she wlU be able to actually 
buy sugar. To bay it, one must first 
find it. 

Italy Has "State Sugar." 

Especially drastic regulations govern 
the use of sugar in Italy. Its manu- 
facture, distribution and sale are close- 
ly controlled, and in part actually 
taken over by the state. 

Saccharine is permitted to be sold 
and used as a substitute for sugar and 
the government manufactures a mix- 
ture of saccharine and sugar called 
"State Sugar,- which is largely used. 
German Sugar Ration Adequate. 

Germany, before, the war, produced 
a great surplus of sugar and exported 
large quantities. Today the Germans 
have virtually gone out of tae export 
business, but have plenty of cheap 
sugar for home use. 

Wholesale prices prevalent In the 
Allied nations, according to Informa- 
tion received by the United States 
Food Administration are as follows: 
England, 10 cents a pound; France, 
12 cents ; Italy. 26 cents. 

While these high prices 
paid abroad the American 
price Is being held at 7 Vi cents. 



Fourth Liberty Loan

up the Army in the field. As the loan succeeds our enemies will 
sorrow ; as it falls short they will rejoice. Every dollar subscribed 
will help and encourage the Americau soldiers and hurt and depress 
the enemies of America. 

The loan will be a test of the loyalty and willingness of the peo- 
ple of the United States to make sacrifices compared with the will- 
ir guess of our soldiers to do their part. Thfre must be and will be 
no failure by tha people to measure up to the courage and devotion 
of our men in Europe. Many of them have given up their lives 
shall we at home withhold our money? Shall we spare our dollars 
while they spare not their very lives ?

That 
night I at. ended the meeting at 
the Soldiers and Sailors Club, 
which was addressed by Marshall 
Joffre, the Hero of the Great 
Battle of the Marne, besides 
everal other interesting fea 
tures including the singing of 
the National Anthems of Great 
Britian, the United States and 
France, by singeus representing 
the three nations. There were 
several picturas of this meeting 
taken and if yon chance to see 
one of them you can possibly find 
me in it. The morning of the 
Fourth dawned cloudy and with 
every appearance of rain. I was 
on tbe streets before eight 
o'clock and they were already 
crowded. The French Govern- 
ment' having declared a holiday, 
all stores were closed and tbe 
oeople were on the gtreets enjoy- 
ing the day as only the French 
can enjoy a lete day. Everybody 
happy, with nothing to do but 
cover themselves and everybody 
else with American flags and 
flowers and be happy. The 
greatest event of the day of 
course was the renaming of the 
one of the principle streets, Rue 
du President Wilson and Mr. 
Howard E. Taylor of Berea Col- 
lege bad managed to get us two 
invitations for seats to witness 
the dedication, which was held in 
the Place d Iena around the great 
statue of Washington on his 
horse. There were amptheatres 
arranged in half circles on either 
side of the monument with just 
room for the troops to march 
between and we were located 
just to the right and a little in 
froni of the statue. The speak 
ers stand and seats jfor all the 
officials were just across from 
us so we got a good view of 
everything that was done as 'well 
as the parade As far as we 
could see as we went to tbe cele- 
bration along the line which had 
been announced for the parade. 
I have never seen so many peo 
pie, and everybody happy. You 
could Uhardly believe that these 
people have been engaged for 
four years in a death struggle 
for their national existence, but 
they seem to see in this glorious 
flag of Qjir8 a sure sign of victory 



Joffre. the Ambassador from all 
the Allied countries, including 
our own Ambassador, and nearly 
all the Prime Ministers. Also 
the President ot the French Sen 
ate and Chamber of Deputies and 
other high French officials. It 
was said to be the greatest con- 
gregation of world known state- 
men gathered in one body since 
the war began. It was a wonder- 
fcl meeting to be held at this 
time with the Germans in less 
than forty miles The great 
statue of Washington, standing 
in a kind of Square was showered 
with flowers, after some little 
girls in white had devoutedly 
placed a large wreath at the foot 
of the monument When they 
were through, the monument 
looked like a heap of r;ses, carna 
tions aud every kind of flowers 
to be seen. The speeches of ded. 
ication and response .were cheer- 
ed at almost every word. People 
Great French aeroplanes pat 
roled the Heavens overhead to 
see that no Boche raider had a 
chance to disturb. As the cere 
mony closed and the three thou 
sand (American soldiers fresh 
from the fighting line, including 
two companies of the Marines 
who drove back the Germans at 
Chateau Thierry, headed by their 
military band and escorted by a 
detachment of French cavalry 
made their appearance bafore the 
assembled statesmen, the great 
grandstands on either side of 
the line of march shook with 
cries of "Vive L'Amerique". 
Each regi nents colors were 
greeted with storms of "Bravos' . 
When a Frenchman ask me what 
the blue banner represented and 
I told him they were the Marines 
from Chateau-Thierry, he almost 
went into hysterics. From the 
stands, windows and even tops of 
houses, roses, dasies, iillies and 
caranations were showered in 
piofusion upon the smart, clean 
shaven, and vet war ttred fighting 
men in khaki. Then followed a 
regiment of French soldiers and 
last a compeny of Red Cross 
nurses, both receiving great 
ovations from the crowd. All 
during, the parade, a daring 
French aviator was charging the 
very air with daring feats over 
head.

M 138,000 bushels compared to 140, 
B bushels last year; Irish potatoes 
0 4,990,000 bushels compared to 
M 6 720,000 bushels last year; and 
351,171,000 pounds of tobacco 
compared to 425,600,000 pounds 
grown last year. 

Corn has been badly damaged 
by the drouth in some sections-, 
but the late corn may be ablr- 
very largely to overcome the 
d image if the rest of the season 
be favorable 

Although the potat6 crop is ap 
pirently seriously cut, in this 
state, by the drouth, it should be 
remembered that tobacco can 
grow out wonderfully from drouth 
damage in a very short time late 
in the season, and former reports 
of great drouth damage to the 
tobacco crop have often proved 
deceptive because of quick 
I growth late in the season. How- 
ever, the crop in Kentucky has 
apparently been seriously dam- 
ag.d. 

Late potatoes will probably 
yield better than the early crop. 
The buckwheat crop, near Somer- 
set, is reported in good condition, 
with the increased acerage.

HEALTH AND 
TYPHOID FEVER 

At all times it is of much lm- 
ortance to observe sanitary rules, 
but this year it is more important 
than ever before to use preventa- 
tive measures. The seasson for 
Typhoid Fever is now here. Those 
unfortunate enough to be suffer- 
ers from this disease will have 
less care; the families can not 
loose time to attend them without 
feeling the loss of time very keen- 
ly this winter. Typhoid can be 
prevented by cleaning up and 
keeping clean All toilets should 
be cleaned and lime used freely; 
all hog pens kept clem; no cess- 
pools allowed in buck yards; 
screens patched no and flies kept 
out of kitchen and dining rooms. 
Every home in which there is a, 
case of fever should be kept 
scrupulously clean, and all in- 
mates of the house should be vac* 
cinated as early as the disease is 
diagnosed as typhoid.

tor to the Journal of the Ameri 
can Medical Association. 

"The elimination of the ravage 
of disease among active troops 
has redounded to the credit of 
modern sanitation and prophy- 
lavis," says this authority. "Mili- 
tary hygiene has sot as its goal 
the attainment and conservation 
of health in the great body of 
fighting forces. There is much 
to be accomplished in the direc- 1 
tion of eradicating unnecessary 
physical inferiority or deteriora 
tion associated with disease in all 
armies and navies. 

' 'For some of the d ifficultles that 
present themselves an effective 
immediate solution is not in sight. 
In other cases, notably such as 
are represented by the incideuce 
of typhoid fever and other infec 
tions among the troops, the les- 
sens of science are being applied 
with success. In any event, the 
w irld war has pointed to many de- 
fects which need remedies. It is 
a wholesome task to apply the 
contributions of the past when the 
opportunity arises. 

"The conservation of health and 
the development of physical fit 
ne*s are a soldier's first duty. 
Marksmanship, military tactics, 
drill and co operation avail com 
paratively little when energy, 
stiength and perfection of bodily 
training are neglected or lacking 
This has been demonstrated again 
and again among 'unseasoned 
troops ' Hence it is that so much 
attention is properly being con- 
centrated on the establhhmenrof 
health and vigor among groups of 
men in training everywhere. 

"Athletic exercises compete 
with gun drills for recognition in 
the routine of a future soldier. 
The unexpected adjunct to this is 
the widespread movement to ap 
ply the same principles of health 
conservation among those who 
cannot be expected to join the ac- 
tive fighting units In many 
cities and towns the 'horn** 
guards,' composed of men hey nd 
the usual military age. are al- 
ready engaging in suitable physi- 
cal exercise with the express 
p-.rpose of rendering themselves 
more capable of the service which 
a sound body can best contribute. 
If the maintenance of vigor is a 
desideratum among the middle- 
aged, sedentary type ofourciti- 
z ms at all times, it becomes a 
positive duty in a crisis iu which 
the highest lo operation of each 
individual L likely to be enlisted. 

"Only a few months ago it 
might have been unusual to sre 
any considerable number of busi- 
nese men of an age beyond 50 en 
gaged actively in the pursuit of 
health as a patriotic duty. To- 
day groups of such persons may 
be seen in more than one city 
cheerfully pining in a morning 
tramp to promote vigor, or re 
sponding. to some special pre 
scription of systematic exercise 
dictated by a medical examina- 
tion under semi-official auspices. 
Boy scouts and other young per- 
sons are similarly inspired. The 
war has brought an unprecedented 
desire on the part of many to at- 
attain a sound mind in a sound 
body. 

•'The obedience to a patriotic 
impulse is almost certain to bring 
unexpected hygenic rewards and 
the enthusiasm for useful service 
of some sort, which has been 
awakened amongl all ages and 
classes of our population, and in 
all walks of life, is not to be with- 
out advantages in the domain of 
both personal and public hy 
giene.' -
